The program, as announced by 
Dr. I. Daniel Shored, well-known 
plastic 
surgeon

York, 
calls for a volunteer team of a 
dozen specialists to operate on as 
many as possible of the explosion 
and fire 
victims 
with 
scarred, 
burned, or mutilated faces. 
So far as known, it will be the 
first such large scale plastic sur­ 
gery treatment following a civil­ 
ian disaster, said Dr. Shored, who 
visited Texas City at the invitation 
of Mayor J. C. Trahan. 
There are 350 persons in hos­ 
pitals w'ho need plastic surgery, 
he said, and perhaps 400 others 


who suffered some kind of dis­ 
figuring w’ound. Hospital cases in­ 
clude persons who lost part or all 
of a nose, ear, eye socket, chm, 
cheek, or jawbone. 
People usually 
magnify 
even 
minor defects in their appearance, 
and some of those who 
suffered 
face wounds at Texas City already 
ar' 
developing psycological pro­ 
blems and worries, 
the 
surgeon 
said, feeling crippled by their in­ 
juries. 
Plastics surgeons from cities in 
Texas and a half dozen from New 
York will cooperate in the recon­ 
struction work, Dr. Shored said.

services, but that some costs of the

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U. S. Naval Officer Secretly 
Tried For Prison Atrocities 


B Y DREW PEARSON 
Washington.—Carefully hushed 
up by the navy, one of the most 
sensational court martials in re­ 
cent Navy history is secretly be­ 
ing held at the Naval gun factory 
in Washington. It is similar to the 
Army’s famous Lichfield 
prison 
trial, though 
with 
even 
more 
shocking revelations regarding the 
beating and starvation of Ameri­ 
can enlisted men 
in 
a Japanese 
prison camp. The shocking thing 
is that an American Naval officer, 
Lt. Com. Edward N. 
Little" of 
Monrovia, Calif., 
an 
Annapolis 
graduate, class of 1930. is consid­ 
ered responsible for these atroci­ 
ties because he “squealed-’ on his 
fellow Americans. 
Evidence has been disclosed that 
as a result of Little’s tale-telling 
to the Japs, William Knight, a U. 
S. Army enlisted man was so sev­ 
erely beaten that he died five days 
later; and that Corp. James Pav- 
lockus, of the Shanghai 4th Marine 
Corps Regiment, was slowly starv­ 
ed by the Japs until, on the 38th 
day, he died. There were various 
other beatings 
and punishments 
given to American prisoners as a 
result of Little’s reports 
to 
the 
Japs. 
Evidence given 
by 
American 
prisoners interned with Little in­ 
dicates that he curried favor with 
the Japs at the expense of his own 
fellow prisoners. A majority of the 
prisoners in Camp 17— A total of 
1.700 of various nationalities, U. 
S., 
English, 
Australian, 
and 
Dutch— filed complaints against 
Little with the War Crimes Office. 
The shocking behavior 
of this 
Annapolis graduate took place at 
Camp 17, Fukioka District, Japan. 
The camp was located near 
the 
Japanese coal mines and the Al­ 
lied prisoners were forced to work 
in the mines twelve hours a day. 
Food was scarce and some of the 
men were weak 
from 
hunger. 
Occupying the key position in the 
camp in charge of the mess was 
Lt. Com. Little, at that 
time 
a 
'Cnior naval lieutenant. Since his 
word was law over food, he was 
the most powerful officer 
in the 
camp. 
Actual camp commander during 
part of the time was Major Ach­ 
illes Tisdelle of Orange Park. Fla., 
ti en a captain. Since 
the 
Japs 
had made Tisdelle top commander 
of the camp, he was supposed to 
outrank Little. However, 
Little 
claimed that he had seniority, and 
refused to take Tisdelle's 
orders. 
Since Little had the inside track 
with the Japs, he was able to get 
away with it. 
At one time Tisdelle and Little 
clashed over the rotation of cooks 
in the mess. Major Tisdelle point­ 
ed out that some of the prisoners 
were weak from lack of food and 
proposed 
that 
they 
rotate 
as 
cooks, thus giving them a chance 
to net extra food. Little, however, 
flatly refused. He told Tisdelle he 
would run his mess and Tisdelle 


could run the rest of the camp. 
The death of Knight came after 
he had stolen food, and Little re­ 
ported him to the Japs. Obviously 
he knew the Japanese punishment 
would be severe since he some­ 
times threatened 
men 
that 
he 
could have them killed. 
At any 
rate, Knight was beaten to within 
an inch of his 
life, 
and 
then 
starved. He died in 
five 
days. 
Major Thomas H. 
Hewlett, 
the 
camp doctor, of New Albany, Ind., 
who examined the body, reported 
that he was horribly beaten. 
Later, the Japanese prison com­ 
mander, Capt. Isamao Fukuhara, 
was executed by U. S. authorities 
as a war criminal for 
ordering 
Knight’s death. 
However, it has 
taken a year and a half to br ing 
Lt. Com. Little the man who re­ 
ported Knight 
to 
Fukuhara, 
to 
trial. 
The death 
of 
Marine 
Corp. 
Pavlockus. required 38 days. 
In 


his case Little certainly knew that 
Pavlockus 
would 
be 
in grave 
danger of death if he was report­ 
ed. since he had been in confine­ 
ment for refusing to mine coal for 
the Japs. He claimed that mining 
coal was also helping 
the 
war 
against the Allies. However, when 
Pavlockus purchased 
some 
rice 
from a Jap soldier and sold it in 
the American mess hall, Little re­ 
ported him to the Japs just the 
same. 
Pavlockus was then starved to 
death. His ashes were collected by 
Major Tisdelle*and returned to his 
parents. 
Later, Lt. K. Tri, the Jap prison 
commander at the time of 
Pav­ 
lockus’ death, 
was 
executed 
as 
punishment for the brutal 38-day 
starvation. In fact, he was the first 
Jap camp commander to be tried 
by 
an 
American 
War 
Crimes 
Court. During the course of this 
and other trials, Lt. Cirri. Little’s 
name arose so frequently that it 
couldn’t be ignored. 
At first it was proposed to try 
Little overseas. Later, however, it 
was decided to return him to the 
United States 
where 
the 
Navy 
thought the trial could be 
held 
more secretly. 


It was hinted at the Navy De­ 
partment that the charges against 
Little had been 
scaled 
down to 
the general 
accusation 
that 
he 
was guilty of conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman. 
Little’s defense is understood to 
be that under the Geneva conven­ 
tion he was required to maintain 
discipline and report infractions to 
Japanese 
authorities. 
However, 
talc-telling to the Japs 
appeared 
to be so bad that 
Col. John 
E. 
Duffy, the Army Chaplain, was 
approached 
by 
Capt. 
Fukuhara 
wPh the suggestion that^ he be­ 
come camp commander. Fukuhara 
said he could not understand the 
way the Americans squealed 
on 
each other. 
At 
that 
time, 
the American 
Camp 
Commander 
was 
Major 
John Marriero, 
who 
was 
more 
sympathetic to Little than Major 
Tisdelle. Tisdelle worked hard at 
defending enlisted men, and some 
of his fellow 
officers 
marveled 
that the Japs didn’t kill him. 
On the other hand, there were 
several cases in which 
Lt. Com. 
Little punched enlisted 
men. In­ 
cluding 
Bertram 
Friedman 
of 
Washington, D. C., 
and 
Samuel 
Schulman of Brooklyn, N. Y.

Washington, (NEA.)—You 
are 
sitting comfortably in a reclining 
coach seat or maybe in a Pullman 
car, speeding along on a de luxe 
train. 
Suddenly, without warning your 
car is off tile rails, and you are on 
the floor. 
If you're lucky, the car stays 
upwright 
and 
unsmashed. 
You 
have nothing worse than 
a bad 
scare and a few bruises. At worst, 
you may’ lie for hours 
under a 
heavy beam while rescue workers 
try frantically to cut it away and 
free you. In between, you could be 
dead. 
This isn’t a common occurrence. 
In fact, it happens 
infrequently. 
The average person could ride 14 
million miles in a train before it 
came his turn to get hurt—mort , 
than half a billion milos before it 
was his turn to be killed. 
Last year 
American 
railroads 
delivered the equivalent of 5000 
passengers from const to coast for 
every one they injured. They gave | 
the equivalent of 100,000 coast-to- 
I 
coast round trips for every pas­ 
senger they killed. 
But that 
record 
is the worst , 
peacetime year’s 
showing 
since j 
1929. 
If you have thought there

were an unusual lot 
of 
tragic ! 
wrecks in the past few months, j 
you were right. 
An average of about 40 
train 
accidents a day was reported 
to 
the Interstate Commission during 
1946 — a total of 15,566 for

Most of them were very minor. 
They included every accident in­ 
volving a train, or a locomotive, or 
cars, that did as much 
as

damage to railroad 
property, in­ 
cluding the cost of cleaning up. 
But some

gers and 329 crew members, be­ 
sides injuring 4617 passengers and 
16 060 railroad workers.

There had. in fact, been 
three lovely redheads slaughter-

1 headed heroine of the story* 
was 
I somewhat nervous.

On the day the story opens, her 
nervousness increases to the point 
of hysteria when

discovers 
that the lock on her apartment 
is broken and any one 
can

walk in. Her husband has gone to 
the police department 
to 
make 
peace and possibly’

alone 
in 
the 
apartment. Throughout the day 
* her terror mounts, as her suspic- 
I ions fall on every man she sees. 
■ She avoids everyone and ooncen-
